Ex«-Governor John A, King, of New York,

The Hon. John A. King, who had more than
hall & century been prominent in publle life,
and one of our most distinguished citizens,
honored by high and responsible trusts in the
connoils of the State and the nation, died at
half-past 3 o'elock yesterday afternoon, at his
bhome in Jamalea, L. L, at the advanced age of
elghty years, On the Fourth of Juoly last ex-
Governor King ylelded to the solicltations of
friends, and attended the calsbration of the
national holiday by a Hterary assoclstion In
Jamalen, He appearad much interested In the
proceedings, and was indaced, towards their
close, to address the company. Thils he did
with deep ieulln%eurging Lthe young men whom
ho addressed to prepared to fill those places
of tinst and respongibllity to which they must
fnevitably in & short tiine be called, “Life,"
he sald, ** 18 all before you, but old men like me
are passing away.” Before concluding the re-
marks which he had Intended, he wns pros-
trated by a stroke of paralysis, He was at once
removed unconsclous to his home, He had
spoken his last words inpublic, and never agalan
roge from the bed upon whioch they lald him.
The news ot his [llness oconsloned great con-
cern, and the worst fears of his friends were
but too soon realized. Rest, and the affeotionate

Genmeral Ramon Castiila,

General Castilla, whose deatnh wns reosntly
announced in our paper, was ono of the most
oolebrated statesmen of South Ameriea. He
was born on the Slst of Augast, 1797, at Yays-
pacas, on the frontier of Bollvia. When the war
of Independence broke out Onstilla was a oap
taln in the Spanish army. He at onge jolned
his countrymen,and greatly distingulshed liim-
self upder Genernl San Martin io the establish-

ment of Peruvian freedom, In 1880 he began to
fake an aotive part In the politlos of his
conutlry, He fought bravely agalost Pres)-
dent Orbegogo, when the Iatter in
botrayed his  counlyy (o nta
resident of Bollvis, Bulll greater
distinotions he won when he ralsed, in 1544, the
standard of the Constitution against the Dicta-
tor Vivanco, In this Intter contest he met with
complele sucoess, In consequence of wiileh ho
was lo 1845 vlected Presldent. The six years of
his adminlsteation were the happlest which
Peru bnd yet seen, They passed without an
attampt At an insurrcetion, snd many lmpor-
tunt reforms were carrled through. The negroes
recelved oquality of rights, the Indlans were
freed from op) vo burdens, oapital punish-
ment waas abollshed, and freedom of the press
secured. In 1864, mhm headed an lnsarreotion
against his successor, Hohenique, and drove
him from power, In 1858 he was reelaotaed
Presldent, and sgaln Introduced nnnf import-
antreforms. In 1861, he unsucessfally endea-
vored to annex Bollvin, When the French In-
vaded Mexico, Castilla depounced them In a
violent manifesto, and offered to Juares men
and money, In 1866 Castilila was areestad b,
FPregident Pezet, as Involved in conspiracy, an
nt intoexile, In 1887, he put himsoelf st the
end of an insurrection against the administra-
tion of Governor Prado, and he seemed to have
prospects of entire suocess, when he suddenly
died In consequenoce of too t fatelgue. On
learning the news of his death, men of all
partles, the President of the Ra[mnllu inoluded,
expressed the greatest grief at the loss which
the Hepublio had suffered by his death. Castilin
is one of the last of the representative men who
pinuned and earried through the Indepandence
of Bouth Ameriea,
